Roosevelt and Fairbanks weré nominated 
yesterday in a burst of enthusiasm which 
was the legitimate sequence of a day of 6x- 
traordinarily good political speaking. The 
convention has adjourned, the delegates have 
started for their homes or for the St. Louis 
fair, the republican campaign has been in- 
augurated, and now the politicians can set 
about to study the cost and the proceeds of 
all their labor. 

That the ticket nominated yesterday will 
be a popular one with the people I believe 
there is not the slightest doubt. In fact, I 
have been told within the last few weeks by 
well known democratic leaders that they 
no hope of defeating Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks before the people, and merely ex- 
pected to reorganize their own party on @

Fight Needed to Rouse Enthusiasm, 


This almost certain republican success has 
madé the Chicago convention of 1904 what 
democratic critics are only too glad te class 
as “tame.” As Uncle Joe Cannonand many 
others have constantly said, it takes a fight 
to provoke enthusiasm. Roosevelt was nom- 
inated in effect more than a year ago, and 
as far back as last Christmas the selection 
of Senator Fairbanks for second place on the 
ticket was practically assured. 

Because of this lack of uncertainty, it is 
really remarkable that the actual nomina- 
tions yesterday should have ‘been accom- 
panied‘ by so much real enthusiasm. Gov.

It was in accordance 
with the principles of a rare integrity and 
in consonance with. the highest ideals of 
the American commonwealth. 

Charles Warren Fairbanks made up his 
mind as a young man that he had no right 
to seek a political career for himself until 
he had amassed-a fortune sufficient for his 
wife and his four children. He declined the 
office of prosecuting attorney in his native 
county the year after he was admitted to' 
the bar and took his way to InMianapolis 
to build up a paying law practice. Being 
ruled only by “‘common honesty,” as he 
put it, he determined that his clients paid 
him for his time and that it therefore would 
be dishonorable for him to spend a large 
portion of that time in performing the 
duties of an officeholder. 


First Defeats Voorhees. 
The attorney refused all nominations of- 
fered him by his party in return for political 


sufficient to support his family. In 1897 he 
made his first attempt to get an office, and he 
beat Daniel Voorhees, “ the tall Sycamore of 


in the federal senate. 

Still applying the principles of ‘‘ common 
honesty,” Mr. Fairbanks at once wound 
up his legal affairs and gave his whole time 
to his high office, believing the government 
paid him for his time and that it was dis- 
honorable to spend a large portion of that 
time in performing the duties of a practicing 
attorney. 


Born on a Farm. 


Such principles as these came from a Pu- 
ritan ancestry and a Methodist parentage. 
Mr. Fairbanks was born on his father’s 
farm near Unionville Center, Union county, 
O., on May 11, 1852. His father, Loriston 
Monroe Fairbanks, was the eighth in direct 
line of descent from the pilgrim, Jonathan 
Fairbanke, who came from England in 1636 
and had dire troubles with his own church 
because of his uncompromising integrity of 
conscience. Loriston Fairbanks showed his 
racial sturdiness by making his Ohio farm 
@ station for “the underground railroad ” 
and by rigorously teaching his boy the stern 
lessons of self-reliance and self-denial. it 
is said the future vice president’s cradle 
was a sugar trough, mounted on home made 
rockers. 
Around the childhood of Senator Fairbanks 
the Indianians, who dearly love the great

His father sent him to the Ohio Wesleyan 
college at Delaware, O., not far from his 
home.

to borrow coat and trousers from a class- 
mate till his mother sent him a new home 
made outfit. To help pay his way through 
college he did odd jobs of carpentering 
around the town. 

Mrs. Fairbanks, who has earned a national 
name for herself, now js president general 
of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. As Miss Cornelia Cole she was a fel- 
low student of Senator Fairbanks dt the 
Wesleyan college, and with him edited the 
Western Collegian, a small university chron- 
icle. This association culminated in the 
marriage in 1872, the year of their gradua- 
tion, 


Works for the Press. 

Then Fairbanks settled down to his life’s 
career. He studied law night and day. In- 
cidentally he supported himself by working 
for the Associated Presg in Pittsburg, and 
ggain in Cleveland. But law was his chosen

in 1874, made railroad law his specialty, and 
laid the foundations of a large practice 
through the aid of Walter Q. Gresham, then 
on the federal bench. 

Senator Fairbanks’ friendship with Gresh- 
am made him a national figure in 1888, when 
Indjana decided that one of her strong sons 
should be nominated for the presidency. 
Benjamin Harrison and Judge Gresham were 
supported by powerful factions, and Fair- 
banks was Gresham’s manager. He lost his 
fight, but gained praise from the statesmen 


- of his party for the way in which he accepted 


defea% and smoothed out squabbles that 
threatened republican success. He did effi- 
client service on the stump, and from that 
time was recognized as a party leader. 


Leadership Confirmed. 


In 1898 the republican minority in the 
Indiana legislature confirmed his Yeader- 
ship by giving him the complimentary vote 
for the United States senate. In 1896 he was 
temporary chairman of the national repub- 
lican convention at St. Louis and had much 
to do with the framing of the plank declar- 
ing against the free colnage of silver. In 
1900 the nomination for the vice presidency 
was indirectly offered to him at the Phila- 


delphia convention, and he refused it. 

The newly chosen running mate for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt lives in a comfortable frame 
dwelling in North Meridian street, Indian- 
apolis. He has four sons and one daughter. 
The latter is the wife of Ensign John W. 


Timmons of the navy. The eldest son, War-. 


ren C. Fairbanks, recently married Miss 
Helene E. Cassidy of Pittsburg and makes 
his home in Chicago, where he is a director 
of the Oliver Typewriter company. The sec- 
ond son, Frederic C., Was graduated from 
Princeton a year ago, and now isa law stu- 
dent at the Columbian university in Wash- 
ington. Richard is a member of the junior 


class at Yale, and Robert, the youngest son, 


is a student at Phillips academy, Andover, 
Mass., preparing to enter Princeton. In 
Washington the Fairbanks family oceupies 
the old Van Wyck house at Massachusetts 
avenue and Eighteenth street.

- Chairman Cannon called to order the third 
and last session of the republican na- 
tional convention in the Coliseum at 10:30 
a. m. yesterday. The Rev. Thaddeus Snively,

New York. This action was greeted with 
prolonged cheering and applause. 


Black Makes Nominating Speech. 

_ New York then was called, and amid great 
applause former Gov. Black ascended the 
platform and was escorted to the front of 
the stage and introduced by Speaker Can- 
non. After the waving of flags and cheer 
ing subsided he spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: Wé€are 
shere to inaugurate a campaign which seems 
eiready to be nearly closed. So wisely have 
the people sowed, and watched, and tended 
that there seems little now to do but to 
measure up the grain. In one column, reach- 
ing from the Maine woods to the Puget 
sound, are those people and those states 
which have stood so long together that 
when great emergencies arise the nation 
turns instinctively to them. In that column, 
Vast and solid, is a majority so overwhelm- 
ing that the scattered squads-in opposition 
can hardly raise another army. 

“The enemy has neither guns nor am- 
munition—and if they had they would use 
them on each other. Destitute of all the 
effective weapons of warfare, the only evi- 
dence of approaching battle is in the tone 
and number of their bulletins. There is 
discord among the generais. There is dis- 
cord among the privates. Each would fight 
‘In his own way, but before assaulting his 


. 'Yepublican adversary he would first destroy 


, his own comrades in the adjoining camp. 
: Hach believes the weapons chosen by the 
other are not only wicked but dangerous to 
‘the man who carries them. That is true. 
This is the only war of modern times where

Opposition Is Disorganized. 


“ But whatever fatalities may occur among 
the discordant hosts now moving on St.

There are 
no democratic plans for the conduct of the 
fall campaign. Their zeal chiefly is centered 
fn discussion as to what Thomas Jefferson 
would do if he were alive.

-ever of wisdom and patriotism emanated 
from that distinguished man is now repre-

“It is a sad day for any party when its 
only megns of solving living enemas, is by 
guessing “ut the possible attitude of a'states- 
man whois dead. This condition leaves that 
party always a beginner and makes every 
question new. The democratic party seldom 
has tried a problem on its own account, and 
when it has its blunders have been its only. 
monuments; its courage is remembered tn 
regret. 
- ., Democratic Motto Is “Forget.” 
*“ As long as these things are recalled, that 
party may serve as ballast, but it never will 
steer the ship. When aH the people have 
forgotten, will dawn a golden era in this 
new democracy, but the country is not ready 
yet to place a party in control whose most 
expressive motto is the cheerless word ‘ for- 
get.”

on the fire through the fire hose, as a rubber 


washer had been placed in the stand pipe 


that supplied it. The crew were too excited 
to remove this obstruction. The mate was 


not licensed, and held his position in viola- 
tion of a specific statute. One of the steam- 
boat inspectors refused to testify on the ; 


ground that he might incriminate himself. 
In addition to the local and national bodies 
which will investigate the Slocum tragedy 
the government has appointed a _ special 
commission under charge of Sécretary Cor- 
telyou to undertake a sweeping inquiry into 
the causes of the disaster. Four years ago 
congress appointed a special commission to 
investigate the matter of steamboat inspec- 
tion. The recommendations of the commis- 
sion were so radical that the entire mercan- 
tile marine interests rose and prevented any 
reform so sweeping as the report contem- 
plated.

He like- 
wise reduced the fortunes of the late duke 
of Hamilton and Brandon to their lowest 
ebb. But in this red headed peer. who in 
his-younger days was the most insanely ex- 
travagant scion of the British aristocracy; 
he found: his match. For the duke, when 
he got older, was shrewd enough to discover 
some legal flaw in the documents by means 
of which Padwick had obtained control of 
his revenues and estates, and forced him 
to refund every penny that he had extorted 
from the ducal estates by way of interest 
or repayment of loans, besides securing 
heavy damages. Indeed, Padwick died a 
completely broken and ruined man—the only 
instance on record, I believe, of a famous 
usurer being ruined by one of his former 
victims. 
Padwick’s associate was the late Sir 
Claude Scott, husband of Lena Lady Scott 
and father of the now doubly ‘divorced 
Indeed, it was the 
discreditable role played by Sir Claude as 
a lieutenant and tout for Padwick that 
handicapped so severely his widow and his 
daughters in the earlier stages of their so- 
cial career. 

. I may add that the late duke of Hamilton, 
whose only child, Lady Mary Douglas Ham- 
ilton, has made her début this year, is far 
from having denuded the dukedom of all: 
its property, with the exception of $50,000 
a year, in order to benefit his daughter at 
the expense of the distant cousins who in- 
herited his honors. While he made splen- 
did provision for his daughter, who is one 
of the richest heiresses in the united king- 
dom, he left the bulk of the ducal estate in 
with the stipulation that Hamilton 
palace should be maintained by the trustees 
for his successor and that the latter should 
receive a free and untrammeled allowance 
of $50,000 a yéar in addition thereto until ail 
the incumbrances on the estates had been 
liquidated, when the possession of the prop-

Old Temples in Japan. 


Buildings Many Centuries Old 
at Uji Contain Historic Relics 
of Priceless Value. 


{BY ELIZA R. SCIDMORE.]) 
UJI, May &—The temple proper at Uji, 
the Kondo, has an image of Takushi Nyorai, 
the Healing Buddha, whom the faithful 
pray to heal, in the next life, man’s mis- 
erable present existence, that the next in- 
carnation may be a step higher and hap- 
pler. The floor is of dark wood, polished by 
centuries of rubbing until it shines like 
lacquer, and in the cool, sunless interior it 
feels like ice or iron as one steps on it 
stocking footed. | 
In the Founder’s hall the images of Kobo. 
Daishi and of Rigen Daishi, the sainted first 
abbot of the temple, are enshrined on the 
altar. The treasures of the Daigo are fa- 
mous, and slowly they show one the golden 
tokkos, or small pronged maces, which Kobo 
Daishi used in celebrating temple services, 
and the plans he drew for his mountain 
top monastery at Koya, where this “ Great 
Teacher Spreading Abroad the Law” now 


sleeps. 


> 
A treasure of historic interest to Jap- 
anese scholars is the journals of the ab- 
bots of the temple for the last 300 years. 
These precious manuscripts are not opened 
to the vulgar, but they will show one a 
book of paintings by Matahei, that first 
artist of the popular school, who broke from 
the classic and conventional schools, and 


street scenes, country road life, festival 
crowds, and humble folk at work. Like all 
his work, these paintings at Daigo are not 
signed, the fact that has enveloped his per- 
sonality in so much of mystery, and even 
made some oriental art critics declare that 
Matahel,. the individual, never lived—that 
there never was such a one—an opinion 
violently combated by certain Boston and 
New York collectors who have spent their 
thousands upon paintings that bear such 
stamp of genius that one cares not to whom 
they attribute them. Matahel, by any other 
name, surpassed his contemporaries, and 
led & movement that resulted in some of 
the most feeling and appealing works of 
Japanese art. 

Before reaching Uji one passes the long 
white walls hiding the black roofed dwellings 
of the priests who attend the Mampukiji, or 
Obakusan, a famous temple of the Zen sect. 
Obaku is not 300 years old as yet, but its fame 
is great, and it always enjoyed the highest 
esteem because of the great learning and 
high scholarship of its priests during all its 
existence. It was founded by a Chinese 
priest from Foochow, who first came over 
and preached at Nagasaki, whence the fame 
and sensation of himself and his teachings 
spread throughout Japan. He was sum- 
moned north by the shogun, Iyetsuna, to ex- 
plain his doctrines, and then the emperor, 
Gomizuno, who had abdicated and absorbed 
himself in the practices of the Zen sect of 
Buddhism, interested himself in this sainted 
Ingenosho. Shogun and emperor made gifts 
to him, and this temple was built, with its 
many gateways and pavilions, and long, con- 
necting corridors and cloisters, in Chinese 
style. | | 
Ingen and his early scholarly successors 
being Chinese retained the dress of Chinese 
priests. The garments do not greatly differ 
from those worn by other Buddhists, but the 
Chinese cap and shoes are distinctive 
marks of the Obaku priests. The founder 
lived and preached here until his eightieth 
year, when he closed his eyes to the fifteen 
beautiful views in the little landscape gar- 
den he had designed by the abbot’s residence. 

The third abbot was an indefatigable book 
collector, and assembled a complete collec- 
tion of all the manuscript books on Buddhism 
known in Japan, had the wooden plates en- 
graved, and printed copies made. This fact. 
gave Obakusan distinct fame. All the 
learned priests in Japan have at some time 
made pilgrimage to this stone floored Chinese 
temple, where Shaka in golden glory, with 
Kasyapa and Ananda attendant, occupy the 
central altar, and, with the disciples ranged 
on either side wall, furnish a company of 
statues of unusual merit. 
This great colMection of wooden text blocks 
Was stored In a thick walled, fireproof buila- 
ing, high on the hill behind the other struc- 
tures, until a few years ago, when the govy- 
ernment demanded lease of it for a powder 
magazine to store the extra supplies from the 
Uji powder mill, just below the temple 
grounds. 
The old printing blocks are piled ceil- 
ing high on labeled racks in the service 
hall, and the 60,000 carved boards, black with 
ink and age, are carefully watched in their 
tinder wooden storehouse,

maintained his disguise for fifteen months 
of study in the Sera university in Lhassa, 
spent several years at Obakusan, and the 
fifty priests in attendance and every retainer 
about the place speak proudly and admiring- 
ly of him. His, studies of Chinese and 
Tibetan books here probably inspired him to 
his great undertaking of seeking for more 
Buddhist texts and studying the Tibetan 
ritual on the spot; and, despite his hasty 
flight from Lhassa, he brought back a great 
treasure of Buddhist scriptures, including 
several texts unknown in Japan. 

The Rev. Kawaguchi is most anxious to re- 
turn to Tibet, now that it will soon be possi- 
ble to study and work openly in Lhassa. A 
letter from the Chinese government commis- 
sioner who is going in with the Younghus- 
band expedition to join the Amban at 
Lhassa, ‘lately written to his friends in Japan 
concerning that interesting undertaking, and 
concerning the many foreigners who have 
traveled in Tibet and attempted to reach 
Lhassa, gives the accounts of explorers 
related by Tibetan officials, and some sensa- 
tional reputations are laid low by his revela- 
tions, 

This entry of the English expedition into 
Tibet will be a blow to many explorers whose 
reputations have rested on their own narra- 
tives. Fortunately, the Japanese priest is 


known of by every Tibetan merchant and 


official so far encountered by the English ex- 
pedition, and messages have been sent 
through to the Rev. Kawaguchi from the 
friends in Lhassa who sheltered and assisted 
him and were imprisoned on that account. 
They have all been freed as the result of 
his efforts in interesting Nepalese officials iff 


their behalf. 


Uji town, on the banks of the Uji river. 
just below where it issues from its pictur- 
esque gorge, has one endless street, like most 
Japanese country towns, but one sees little of 
it in the progress between the bridge, the 
Phenix temple, the tea shops, and the rail- 
way station. The Biodo-in, or Phatnix tem- 
ple, was chosen to be duplicated at the 
world’s fair at Chicago in 1893, and the little 
buildings in Jackson park repeated the de- 
sign of this temple of the eleventh century. 
The Biodo-in is now in the hands of restorers, 
covered with scaffolding and matting. Its 
bronze pheenix is on the ground, the cen- 
tral coffer of its pearl inlaid ceiling is 
against one wall, and the altar is boxed up 
while the roof is being renewed. 

One of the famous wistaria vines of Japan, 
more photographed than any other in the 
empire, spreads over a trellis more than 
twenty feet square in the garden of the 
Biedo-in, and its three feet long tassels are 
now dropping their last purple petals. 

A rough bowider cut with praises of Uji 
tea is a most striking monument, as it stands 
high in air by the river bank and is so char- 
acteristically Japanese. Where have we 
anything comparable to that in praise of 
American wheat, corn, or tobacco? And 
what does it look like, if such a tribute has 
been paid to any one of our staple products? 
A monument in praise of pork, for instance!

“A Japanese army from Kaichau {is grad-. 
ually advancing northward. 

“ Gen. Kuroki’s advance from Siuyen has 
been suspended, evidently to effect am align- 
ment of the two armies. 

“The strength of the enemy’s vanguard is 
approximately a division and several squad- 
rons of cavalry, and the Sliuyen force of nine 
squadrons, supported by a strong column of 
infantry toward the south. 

“The enemy’s position on June 19 and 
June 21 extended within seven miles south- 
ward to Semuchen along a line from the sea 
to the mountainous and difficult district east 
of the railway. 


Japs Hold Mountain Passes. 

“The enemy’s advance lines are being 
strongly held by cavalry anda screen of in- 
fantry.

Ottawa, Ont., June 23.—In the house of 
commons today Mr. Borden, leader of the 
opposition, attacked the government for the 
infusion of politics into military affairs.

BRITISH EDITOR HONORED ON 


GERMAN AND FRENCH MINISTERS 
INSULTED IN PORT AU PRINCE. 


Palace Guards Attack Them and Their 
Wives as They Drive Through the 
Streets—French Government Pre-

PARIS, June 23.—The foreign office has 
recetved a dispatch from M. Deprez, the 
French minister at Port Au Prince, Hayti, 
saying that while he and the German minister 
were driving past the palace yesterday they 
were attacked and stoned by soldiers form- 
ing the palace guard.

Bitter Feeling Against Foreigners. 

The affair was the outcome of the feel- 
ing among the population and the govern- 
ment against foreigners, the natives desir- 
ing to hold them responsible for the wretch- 
ed financial situation of Hayti. 

The proceedings against the French and 
German officials of the national bank 
charged with participation in the issue of 
$200,000 in fraudulent securities early in 
1908 have not been ended. Some of the offi- 
cials are still in prison and others have 
sought safety in flight. Persons prominent- 
ly connected with the national bank have 
been protesting against the long detention 
in prison of the officials. 


France Will Demand Redress. 

As Foreign Mifiister Delcasse has only just 
received the dispatch he has not yet deter- 
mined what steps shall be taken, but the of- 
ficials consider it certain that France will 
make an energetic demand for redress. 

One French warship is near the scene 
and another is at the French naval head- 
quarters In the West Indies. It is expected 
that Germany will make a similar demand 
for redress. . 

More than a month ago the American state 
department was forewarned of this ap- 
proaching trouble by its agents in Hayti, 
and has been watching the republic closely, 
keeping a naval force near at hand. The 
Detroit will return to San Domingo, as itis 
proposed to” keep three vessels in close 
proximity to Hayti and San Domingo.

COLLAGE BACHELOR IS HIT 


HEAD OF CORNELL SCORES THOSE 
WHO ELECT CLUB LIFE. 


Declares It Is Not Worth While to Main- 
tain Universities for “Production of 


Sentiment ‘of Commencement Ad- 
dress, While Members of Facalty 
‘Look Uncomfortable—Big Class Is 
Graduated at Michigan. | 


Ithaca, N. Y., June 23.—[Special.}—Presi- 
dent Schurman in his address to Cornell 
graduates today created a sensation by de- 
nouncing the college man who as a matter 
of choice lives the life of a bachelor. 

“T have no patience,” said President 
Schurman, “ with the college graduates who 
deliberately elect bachelordom, whose social 
circle is the club, and whose religion‘is a re- 
fined and fastidious epicureanism. It would 
not be worth while maintaining colleges and 
universities for the production of froth like 
that. Certainly Ezra Cornell contemplated 
a worthiér product when he founded this 
great democratic university, dedicated both 
to practical and liberal education.”’ 7 

Seated upon the platform were several old 
bachelor members of the Cornell faculty who 
were graduates of the university in its 
earlier years. Prominent among them was 
Dean Earnest W. Huffcut 6f ‘the college of 
law, who received the invective of his chief 
with a smile, while the graduates applauded. 

Five hundred and twenty-seven degrees 
were conferred as follows: Arts, 259; law, 
49; agriculture, 14; veterinary, 16; forestry, 
5; architecture, 4; civil engineering, 37; me- 
chanical engineering, 140.

LIFE PRESERVERS 
IN BAD CONDITION

Witnesses at Slocum Hearing 
Testify of Conditions 
After Disaster. 


PRAISE FOR THE CAPTAIN 


Burial of More Vietims of Hor- 
ror—Inquiry Adjourned 
Until Monday. 


New York, June 23.—Much of the testimony 
offered at today’s hearing relating to the 
Slocum disaster had to do with the condition 
of the Mfe preservers, and witnesses almost 
without exception said they were of little 
value. Many instances were given where 
the straps attached to the life belts broke 
easily when subjected to strain, and where 
the canvas covering was torn and the fll- 
ing of granulated cork released. Numerous 
witnesses testified that much granulated 
cork was seen floating on the surface of the 
water in the vicinity of the burning steamer 
while the work of rescue was going on. 

Paul Liobenow, a passenger on the Slo- 
cum, who lost six members of his family 
in the disaster, declared that when the wires 
by which the preservers were secu in the 
racks would not give, he took hold of the 
preservers and they crumbled like so many 
soda crackers. 


Known Dead 907. 

Twenty-fouF additional bodies were re- 
covered today, bringing the number of 
known dead up to 907. One hundred police- 
men who have been making a canvass of all 
districts where persons were reported to be 
missing completed their work tonight, and 
the number of dead, including the jmissing, 
is estimated at about 1,000. The hull of the 
Slocum was raised, but no more 
feund. 

Other witnesses said they tpéught the cap- 
tain exercised good judgment in beaching the 
véssel on North Brother island, :

Reuben H. Tudor, who assisted in the work | 
of rescue, said four or five of the corpses he 
picked up had on life preservers. One ofthe 
preservers, he said, was full of powdered 
cork and was so rotten that he pulled it to 
pieces with his finger nail. 

Joseph F.. Gaffney, a chief engineer of 
North Brother island, told of seeing a small 
boy float safely to shore with the aid of one 
of the life belts... A moment later he saw a 
woman floating on a life preserver, and then 
the life preserver parted and floated away 
from her and she sank. sath 

John L. Wade, engineer and owner of the 
tug J. W. Wade, who was conspicuous inthe 
work of rescue,.said they did not stop to 
count the number they saved. He told his 
men not to bother about the dead, but to
